2. The application has been amended as follows: This application is in condition for 
allowance except for the presence of claims 13-15^and 25-27 to an invention non- 
elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 13-1^^d 25-27 have been cancelled. 

Group I contains claims 1 ,4,8-12,28 and 30-36, not claims 1-6,8-12,28,30 and 
31-36 as indicated in the response filed July 31, 2003 by the applicant. This was 
because the examiner and the applicant did not take into consideration the preliminary 
amendment filed January 2, 2002 (amendment AA), however, the applicant still elected 
Group I for prosecution (now claims 1,4,8-12 and 30-36). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is deemed allowable over the prior art since the prior art fails to teach an 
interlayer with convex and concave embossed portions on both sides thereof wherein . 
the pitch is different on one side from the other and wherein a plateau formed top 
surface of the convex portions contain fine concave and convex portions.
